Operations That Almost Seem Incredible Now Suc­ 
cessfully Performed as a Matter of Course. 


Most Recent Is the Work of Dr. Karl Garre of Berlin, in Which 


Devoted Mother Gave Part of Her Own Throat to Convert 


Her Idiot Daughter Into a Bright Utile Girl* 


New York.—Medical men here and 
abroad are awaiting with considera­ 
ble interest a report from Berlin giv­ 
ing complete details of a most daring 
and unusual surgical operation per­ 
formed there a few weeks ago. 
An 
Idiot 
child, 
tho 
six-year-old 
daughter of Mrs. Louis Wolff, a resi­ 
dent of Berlin, has been converted 
into an intelligent being by the proc­ 
ess of grafting part of the m other’s 
thyroid gland upon the child's pan­ 
creas. 
Reduced to plainer language, 
this means that part of the m other’s 
throat has been transferred by the 
grafting process to a gland, or tissue, 
lying directly at the back of the stom­ 
ach. 
By this operation the dull, in­ 
active brain of little Lena Wolff has 
been awakened so that it is now per­ 
forming the duties for which it was 
Intended. 
This, in 
the 
history 
of 
medical 
science, is without a parallel, not only 
because such an operation was never 
attempted before, but also because 
of its seeming vagueness. 
The idea 
of grafting part of the throat of a 
m other to the pancreas gland of her 
child with the expectation of convert­ 
ing the child from idiocy to a normal, 
m e n ta l condition w on’d 
glance unworthy of serious consider­ 
ation. 
But LU 
Karl Barre, proiessor 
of surgery in the medical faculty of 
Breslau university, to whom the oper­ 
ation is credited, did exactly what has 
been described above, and recent de­ 
spatches from Berlin declare that the 
operation has been pronounced a com­ 
plete success. 
Professor Barre is an eminent Ger­ 
man surgeon whose success in the 
transplanting of organs from one ani­ 
mal to another and even from the 
lower animals to human beings, has 
attracted the attention and admira­ 
tion of surgical 
men 
all 
over 
the 
world. 
When his report of how he 
changed lx*na Wolff from an idiot into 
a bright and intelligent little girl is 
completed it will form a ’valuable ad­ 
dition to the list of modern miracles 
©f surgery. 


An Idiot From Birth. 
From the details of the case al­ 
ready received from Germany it ap­ 
pears that Lena Wolff was horn an 
idiot six years ago, says the New 
York World. 
Reason never dawned 
for her as in otlTer babies. 
She had 
come into the world without one ap­ 
parent 
spark 
of 
intelligence 
and 
seemed doomed to pass her whole life 
without knowing the joys and sorrows 
of living. 
Her case was called to the attention 
of Professor Garre, who was inter­ 
ested from the very beginning, be­ 
cause in it he saw a possibility of be­ 
ing able to prove the correctness of a 
theory on which he had been at work. 
This involved the probable action or 
influence1 that certain substances or 
secretions 
found 
in 
the 
ductless 
glands of the human body have upon 
the blood. 
It is the blood, as everybody knows, 
that feeds the brain, keeping it active 
and clear and iii good working order. 
If the blood is thin or sluggish the 
brain is first to record that fact. The 
great German surgeon knew that the 
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reason Lena Wolff’s brain was dull 
and inactive was because 
he blood 
was not feeding it us it should. 
One of the principal duties pf the 
pancreas, situated 
just 
behind 
the 
stomach, is to superintend the regular 
feeding of the brain with good blood, 
according to the theory 
>r the Ger­ 
man surgeon. 
In the case of Lena 
Wolff he believed the pancreas was 
minus one very important digestive 
essential, without which it could not 
do its work properly. 
That very im­ 
portant essential had to be supplied 
by grafting a portion of a ductless 
gland from another living person 
The child’s mother readily offered 
herself as a sacrifice. 
She was per­ 
fectly willing to undergo the neces­ 
sarily painful and tedious operation of 
having part of her throat grafted on 
the body of her little daughter if only, 
pt would give Lena her reason. 


The operation took place in one of 
the large hospitals in Berlin, and by 
the grafting process one end of the 
mother’s thyroid gland was released 
aud stretched over to the exposed pan- 
crease of her idiot daughter. 
For days neither m otherr nor child 
was permitted to move. 
To insure a 
successful 
grafting 
operation 
they 
had been tightly bound together, the 
child’s body against hor m other’s neck, 
and there they remained until the 
severed end of the thyroid gland had 
knit firmly to the pancreas, forming a 
living, pulsating link between mother 
and daughter. Then the link was cut, 
leaving a portion of tho thyroid gland 
grafted 
successfully 
to 
the 
child s 
pancreas. 
It is believed now that 
both mother and child will recover. 
The complete success of the opera­ 
tion, cannot, however, be announced 
yet, as too short a time has elapsed 
since the operation was performed. 


First Dawn of Reason. 
But it is known that the dawn of 
reason came to little Lena Wolf al­ 
most immediately after the thyroid 
gland began to knit. 
For the very 
first time the idiotic stare gave place 
to a look of intelligence. 
She may 
grow up to be a very bright young 
woman. 
Br. Swale 
Vincent, 
professor of 
physiology’ in the University of Mani­ 
toba. at Winnipeg, Canada, has pre 
pared an extremely interesting article 
on the duties of the thyroid gland, the 
pancreas and other ductless glands, 
which appeared in a recent issue of 
the London Lancet. 
“It is believed,” he says, “that these 
ductless glands manufacture and pour 
directly or indirectly into the blood 
stream some substance or substances 
which are of service to the economy, 
either by supplying a need or by de­ 
stroying other substances which are 
needless or positively harmful. 
This 
last function is usually prescribed to 
the thyroid and parathyroid glands. 
“It is obvious that, in the broadest 
sense of the expression, all tissues 
and organs of the body may be said 
to have an internal secretion—I. e., 
the blood which leaves by their veins 
contains different chemical substances 
from that which enters by their ar 
teries. 
“The most usually quoted example, 
however, of a gland which has both 
an external and an internal secretion 
is the pancreas. 
A relation between 
diseases of the pancreas and diabetes 
has long been suspected, but Minkow 
ski 
and 
Mehring 
first 
definitely 
showed that complete removal of the 
pancreas in the dog, cat and pig is 
followed by diabetes, having the usual 
symptoms of that disease in man. 
That this Is caused by the absence of 
an internal secretion is proved by the 
fact that it does not occur if tho gland 
he left in situ and the duct tied, nor 
does it occur if a portion of the pan 
creas be grafted in some situation re­ 
mote from its normal position. 
How 
the internal secretion of the pancreas 
normally prevents glycosuria is not 
clear. 
We can only say that it exerts 
some influence upon the carbohydrate 
metabolism, either by favoring the 
formation of glycogen in 
the 
liver 
from the dextrose taken to it by the 
portal vein or by furtnerlng the oxida­ 
tion of dextrose in the tissues gener­ 
ally.” 


Sight Restored to Child. 
Equally remarkable and interesting 
is the operation by which siirht has 
been restored to the blind eyes of lit­ 
tle Margaret Huber, aged ten years, 
of No. 524 East Eighty-fourth street 
Now York city. 
She has become th* 
sub ect of widespread interest among 
opthalmologists by reason of her "pin­ 
hole cam era” eyes. 
Eye surgeons 
who have followed the case at the 
German Uoliklinik declare it to be, so 
far as their observations have gone, 
without an exact parallel. 
Nobody knows exactly how Mar­ 
garet became blind. 
The liquid mat­ 
ter constituting the lens of the eyes 
became atrophied and was entirely 
absorbed, leaving the lens a thick 
apaque, fibrous cap, which shut out 
every glimmer of light. 
This was 
three years ago, when the little girl 
was only seven. 
Several operations were tried, hut 
with no good results. The membranes 
of the eyes were punctured, but they 
immediately closed again 
over 
the 
openings like sheet rubber when a 
hole is made in it. 
Dr. John A. Price, chief surgeon o f 
the 
ophthalmic 
department of th* 
German Poliklinik, took charge of th* 
case, performing three operations ii 
February, March and April, 1894. Th* 
third one restored the sight to the lei 
eye. 
The right eye remained ston< 
blind until two weeks ago, when bi 
performed a most unusual and silt 
cessful operation upon it 
He first made a peculiarly shape 
pair of scissors, 
the 
under 
blad* 
pointed and the upper blade bluni 
This instrument he inserted through 


an Incision In the cornea made at tho 
top. Pushing the points down through 
the pupil, with the sharp blade he 
punctured the opaque membrane of 
the lens capsule ard cut it squarely 
In two. The task of the surgeon was 
to cut so delicately and precisely as 
to divide the obstruction and let the 
light Into the eye again. 
The operation was entirely success­ 
ful. The dead lens m atter remains in 
the eye and on either side of the pupil 
a speck of the opaque substance can 
yet be seen. This in timo may be ab­ 
sorbed. 
Some Surgical Marvels. 
Philadelphia and Toledo, Ohio, have 
recently contributed to the list of 
marvels pf surgery through operations 
on the brains of incorrigible and men­ 
tally defective boys. 
A still more re­ 
cent case is that of Carl Fredericks, 
aged nine years, of No. 200 Clinton 
street, Hoboken. He is under observa­ 
tion at the Rahway Reformatory prep­ 
aratory to the practical reconstruction 
of his brain. 
The doctors say the boy’s brain is 
so peculiarly constructed that it pre­ 
vents him from being good for more 
than an hour at a time. 
The head is 
of abnormal shape, the skull coming 
to a point. 
The ears are small and 
protruding, aud the eyes are as sharp 
as a ferret’s. 
I 
Tests made a few days ago showed 
that the boy had no sense of right or 
wrong. 
This is attributed to an ab­ 
normal brain growth. 
As a result of 
the operation, which includes the cut­ 
ting out of certain parts of the brain, 
it is expected to relieve the boy of his 
wicked tendencies and transform him 
into a model youth. 
Scientific surgery is gradually solv­ 
ing the problem of making us over 
piecemeal. 
Raymond Moore, aged 20, 
of Baltimore, lost the sixth and sev­ 
enth ribs on the right side. Dr. Ham­ 
ilton Brown replaced them with ar­ 
tificial ribs of hard rubber tubing. 
By an operation at Fordham Hos­ 
pital, Joseph Reicher was supplied 
with a silver windpipe to replace the 
original, which had been damaged be­ 
yond repair by a hard fall. 
Dr. Kaintsky, the famous Russian 
surgeon, recently astonished the medi­ 
cal world by furnishing a man with 
artificial arteries. The operation took 
place in Dr. Kaintsky’s private lab­ 
oratory at S t Petersburg. 
The pa­ 
tient, a very rich farmer and cattle 
raiser, Ivan Poitinkask by name, had 
collided violently with a stump while 
driving in a sleigh. 
He was hurled 
out and impaled upon a broken branch. 
The jagged piece of wood struck him 
below the hip joint and ranged down 
for about four inches. 
The wound 
was an exceedingly ugly one. 
It was 
directly over and in line with the fe­ 
moral artery, which supplies the en­ 
tire leg with blood. 
Dr. Kaintsky 
saved Poitinkask’s life by removing 
the injured part of the femoral artery 
and replacing it with an artificial one. 
The Berlin surgeon, Dr. Seyfried, 
has succeeded in giving a man a new 
top for his skull, made from tile skull 
of an ox. 


chance to grow. 
Immediately on re­ 
covering from the anaesthesia, a look 
of normal intelligence showed in the 
child’s eyes, proving the theory of the 
doctors that the skull had been press­ 
ing unduly on the brain. 
With the 
pressure relieved, the brain was free 
to exert itself. 
The doctors believe 
the boy will soon be able to talk and 
act as rationally as the brightest of 
his little playmates. 
Dr. Guthrie and Dr. Carrell, of the 
University of Chicago, have been mak­ 
ing a series of remarkable experi­ 
ments in surgery. 
H earts of dogs 
have been successfully moved up into 
the anim als’ necks and there per­ 
formed their functions. 
The circula­ 
tion of blood in canines has been re­ 
versed without causing the animals 
any apparent inconvenience. 
“W hat we have learned,” said Dr. 
Carrell a short time ago, “gives us 
hope that some day we may replace 
wounded and worn-out hearts in hu-

ALONG 


T H E CORNISH COAST. 


Strenuous Times Are Had In the Vil­ 
lages When the Schools of Fish 


Come Into the Bay. 
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“Heva! 
H eva!” 
Wild 
excitement 
follows 
as 
this 
simple 
cry 
rings 
through some fishing village along 
the Cornish coast; it is the anxiously 
awaited signal that fish are in the 
bay. 
Pilchards have come, and seine 
nets are going to be shot. 
For weeks, 
along the cliff tops, groups of men 
have been keeping watch; long, weath­ 
er-tarnished 
marine 
glasses 
have 
swept the waters, and now a dark red 
color is seen streaking the bay; gulls 
are dipping and screaming; the signal 
goes forth, and, as if by magic, the 
sleepy, quiet village is roused, and 
every soul in it rushes to watch, or 
take part in, the exciting work of the 
next few hours. Out in the bay large, 
heavy seine boats, guided by signals 
from the cliffside, are being driven 
through the green waters, fast as lusty 
arm s and willing men can send them. 
The long, heavy seine net, which had 
lain ready for casting, is now being i and late, with feverish haste.

Sewing Up Stabbed Heart. 


A recent dispatch from Milan de­ 
scribed a wonderful surgical opera­ 
tion there by Dr. Meda. 
A workman 
had been murderously assaulted, a 
knife in the hand of an assassin actu­ 
ally piercing his heart. 
He was at­ 
tended by surgeons who cut a way 
through his 
breast 
to reach 
the 
wounded heart. 
Three stitches were 
required to close the wound, which 
had almost entirely healed five days 
after the operation. 
To restore sight to the blind eyes of 
Wilton Hein&rd, of Washington, the 
specialists at the Episcopal Eye, Ear 
and Throat Hospital have grafted the 
transparent membrane of a Belgian 
hare's eyeballs to Helnard's eyes. The 
most recent reports on this operation 
indicate that it is going to be a suc­ 
cess.

Every face wears a tense, 
anxious look, for upon the success or 
failure to surround the fish depends 
the gain or loss, it may be, of thou­ 
sands of pounds. 
Once the seine nets are out and se­ 
cured. then come the tuck boats, and 
into the large seine is put the tuck 
net; this allows the fish to be gath­ 
ered more closely together, besides 
forcing the shoal of pilchards up­ 
wards to the water s surface; and now 
begins in earnest the tucking or gath- 
; ering in of the fish. 
Along that side 
of each tuck boat nearest the seine 
! men seat themselves astride the gun­ 
wales and, two to each tuck basket, 
commence dipping into the net of fish. 
As the baskets are drawn upward 
again the water rushes back, leaving 
a mass of shimmering, iridescent pil- 
! chards to be tumbled into th** boats. 
Tucking is strenuous work, and dan­ 
gerous, for should any unlucky one 
slip from th** boatside into the tuck 
net. it would he to his certain doom, 


for practically nothing short of a mire* 
cie could save him from drowning un­ 
der the heavy press of slippery fish; 
but use here, as in most affairs of life, 
seems to stand the men in good stead, 
for one never hears of such a catas* 
trophe occurring. 
One feature of theM w m .sh coast is 
the sudden w e a th e r^ ^ ^ n g e s which 
take place; a calm, unruffled sea in a 
few hours gives place to long rollers 
straight from the deep Atlantic, and 
at any moment a rough sea may bo 
beating where but a short while be­ 
fore the tide had crept in with never 
a ripple to break the w ater’s calm. 
The fear of this happening is ever 
present, coupled with the certainty 
that leaving pilchards in the nets is 
but courting loss of fish and damaged 
tackle from hordes of dogfish which 
swarm these waters, and by their 
depredations caused last year alone 
the loss of no less a sum than £40,000 
to 
Cornish 
fishermen. 
W herever 
mackerel, pilchards or herrings are 
w'ound, and nets shot, there the dog­ 
fish are also, destroying fish abd nets 
alike; so little wonder that when a 
seine has been shot, and a school of 
fish enclosed, the work of securing 
the sea harvest is carried on early 
Boats 
loaded to a 
i>oint 
dangerously 
are 
deep in the water, and as fast as filled 
give place to empty ones, and so the 
work goes on continuously. 
A big 
catch of pilchards, while it remains 
in the seine net, proves a harvest to 
others beside the fisher-folk. 
Thou­ 
sands of gulls come in the bay, and 
for days glut themselves, screaming, 
diving, snapping up the fish, as they 
jump and splash on the waters; while 
down among the nets, lithe, fierce, 
hungry sharks are harrying the help­ 
less, confined 
pilchards, 
sometimes 
tearing nets to such an extent as to 
free the shoal, which had been secured 
at so much cost and labor. 
Much of the picturesque element 
has now passed from the process of 
curing the fish, for until recent years 
it was done in dry bulk, the fish being 
stacked, layer on layer of salt and 
fish, this giving profitable work to 
every available person; old or young, 
woman or child, all joined in stack­ 
ing and salting the fish as it was 
brought in baskets by the men.
